ness the installation of the new form 
of representative goveranient. March 
27, 1905, the Philippine census w.na 
published, and consequently two years 
from that date (March 27, 1907), under 
the teiins of the act of congress, the 
president will direct the Philippine 
commission to call a general election 
for the choice of delegates to what will 
be known as the Philippine assembly. 
Tis body is to take over all legislative 
powers heretofore exercised by the 
Philippine commission in all that part 
of the archipelago not inhabited by 
Moors or non-Christian tribes. 

The new assembly, or legislature, 
will consist of two houses, to be known 
as the Philipnine commission and the 
Philippine as.^enibly, the latter to con- 
sist of not less than 50 nor more than 
100 members. It is probable that the 
present commission will be merged in 
the upper house.
